Mr. Cbist. iTIeyer Ends H i s I.ife in a 
Iionely T a n n e r y . 


Yesterday afternoon the lifeless form 
of Christ. Meyer, a well known young 
man, was found in the old Fry tannery, 
in Nebraska, with a bullet hole in his 
skull. 


It is not known how long the body lay 
in the lonely place, but it may be since 
four o'clock Sunday morning, for at that 
hour the police heard pistol shots in 
the neighborhood of the suicide, and 
surmises are that they came from the 
deadh' weajjon used by 3Ieyer. 


The bullet entered the left side of his 
skull and passed upward and outward 
through the other side learing an awful 
gaj) behind it. 


Young Meyer was possibly thirty-one 
years of age and had a wife and two 
small children. 
He occasionally in • 
dulged in drinking excesses and last 
spring his wife left him and went to live 
with her father Mr. Figel. 
The separa- 
tion unsettled IMr. Meyer's mind and so 
clouded his unhappy life that he sought 
relief in death. 


The deceast'U was veiy well known, 
having worked in several of the city sa- 
loons. 
He has of late been employed at 
the Peters factories, in Nebraska, and 
with all his faults he will be mourned, 
for he had many redeeming qualities 
about him. 


Mr. Meyer comes of a veiy good family 
and was a son of Mr. Fred Meyer, who 
operates the line of street sprinklers. 


The liody was i)re2)ared for interment 
at Scheuniann A' Klaen's rooms and 
there Coroner Stellhorn reviewed the re- 
mains.

the American customers, therefore, who 
at last pay the tariff tax and they are 
the ones who will be benefited by the 
lower duties that the Mills bill propose.

Rev. Bishop Dwenger and 
Chancellor J . F. Lang went abroad. 


T H E 
S E N T I N E L requested a series of 
letter from the brilliant young clergy- 
man and accordingly the first came to 
hand this morning, and will be read 
with great interest. 


LOUVAIN, Belgium, Oct. 10, 1888. 
To the Editor of THE SENTINKL: 


Were this letter to give you a descrip- 
tion of my voyage across the Atlantic, 
methinks your conclusion would be that 
it is a hardship endured, a hardship, in- 
deed, that is scarcely repaid even by a 
tour through Europe. 
The plunging 
r:nd rolling of the gi-eat ship, the tribute 
one must almost inevitably pay to Nep- 
tune's demands in consequence, and the 
resulting annui that one suflfers are not 
trifles. 
A long week spent 
among 
strangers, spent on board an immense 
boat that floats over a great blue .sea, 
whilst you look out in every 
direction 
and view a boundless ocean, over which 
there is scarce an hour's ray of sunlight, 
but sea air and gloom, rain and heavy 
sprays and saltwater taste all over your 
face, and a dip of the boat's bow into 
the water so deeply that you think she 
is di\dng direct for the bottom, but 
she rises, throws the splashing 
sprays 
way amidship, up over the hurricane 
deck, and saturates your garments so 
that they seem all salt sea water. These 
are some of the unpleasant things en- 
dured on such a trip; nay, more, if you 
are attacked with sea-sickness and yet 
have the courage to go on deck and can 
stay there all the day, satisfi^ to munch 
a few ship crackers to allay your appe 
tite, and then to crawl down to your 
state room at 8 or 9 o'clock in the 
evening, 
to 
be 
rolled 
and 
tossed 
about 
for a whole 
night, 
you still remember that you are at sea. 
You can not forego, you can not sup- 
press the thought that if any accident 
befell the boat whilst these ocean swells 
are tossing her so loithlessly, that you 
.surely have no alternative from a grave 
down in the deep Atlantic, and you ask 
yourself, why all this 
risk? To see 
Europe! 
Well, if the thought did not 
rise before you that after 3TOU make your 
tour of the continent you are again 
to put yourself at the mercy of the mid, 
wild waves, and perhaps a storm, too, 
before you reach your home—aud you 
say to yourself—but let us see Europe 
and after further experiences tiy to 
answer. 


We left New York 
on Saturday, 
Sejjtember 
29, 
at 
noon. Mon- 
day 
and 
Tuesday 
were 
very 
rough and the larger contingent <jf pas 
sengers were sea sick, among thoni 
your humble servant, for two days that 
seemed two weeks. 
Two evenings of 
the week aboard we saw the setting sun. 
The sight was beautiful beyond descrip- 
tiijn. The golden sheen that surrounded 
the gi-eat orb, which seemed some thirty- 
oi' forty feet in circumferencti, its reddish 
ook>r tinted with a brightness seemingly 
like gold and silver mixed, and out, be- 
yond, above aud all around were cloud- 
lets of all colors, seemingly 
di-awing 
toward the sun as it appeared to be 
sinking behind the water's edge, that to 
the eye was bounded only by the west- 
ern horizon. 
Thoughts of wonder and 
expressions of admiration rise up within 
you until you go down into the ship 
and dreamily sink into sleep, thinking 
of your home' beyond the westera 
boundaiy of this great old ocean—out 
in the land of the setting sun. 


The bijat touched at Queenstown to 
unload the mail and a few passengers, 
on Saturday morning, at 2 o'clock. A 
small boat conies out to the ship, which, 
as you are no doubt aware, does not 
land at Queenstown. 
At daylight we 
saw the Irish coast. About noon we had 
an excellent view of the mountains of 
Wales, which were covered with snow. 
We came to-ward Liverpool at about 5 
o'clock Saturday evening, but the tide 
was low and we could not land. Tne 
tender came to take us ashore, but the 
sea was too wild to let the smaller craft 
come near us. 
We tinally cast anchor 
and instead of going to shore on Satur- 
day 
evening, 
we spent 
another 
night at sea. 
About midnight tide fa- 
vored us and the boat found her way into 
the Mersey river, and we were at the 
end of our voyage, on Sunday moniing. 


We left Liveri)ool at noon for London 
over the 
Midland railway, 230 miles, 
and reached the great city at 5 o'clock. 
Passengers for London from Liveii)ool 
selecting this railway out of three, have 
an opportunity of seeing the ¡prettiest 
rural districts of England. 
The stienes 
are Vx>autiful indeed. 
You likewise i)ass 
through a number of large and ehigant 
cities though this train stops at veiy f(iw 
places along the entire line. 


On our return trip we exi)ect to make 
om' Loudon visit, henct; Monday morn- 
ing finds us on our way to Dover, about

boat to Ostende, Belgium, about eighty 
milesacrosB 'the straits. 
Here we take 
train that carries us at lightning speed 
through Bruges, of whose chimes—"the 
Bells of Bruges," our 
Longfellow 
sweetly sin^, on tiirough Ghent, a city 
of 140,000 inhabitants, on to Malines, 
and thence to this place, a trip of two 
and a half hours' run and only two 
halts. At Ostende some 
few speak 
English. Here the languages are French 
and Flemish. 


Louvain has 40,000 inhabitants. 
It is 
a handsome city, with the quaint and 
modem nicely mingled. 
The new part 
of the city is exceptionally beautiful. 
Her city hall, built in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, 
has a 
wonderful 
amount 
of 
tracery 
and elegant 
statuary. 
I 
enclose 
you 
a 
photograph 
of the building. 
By 
close 
obser- 
vation you can readily distinguish the 
hundreds of statues which are placed 
on the outer front of the building. - 


There is an American college here, or 
more properly, a college for the educa- 
tion of clergy for the American missions. 
It is a great institution. 
Many (over 
300) of our talented and successful 
American priests graduated here. Y^ou 
have among them your Father Oechter- 
ing. Father Duehmig, Bishop Spalding 
and Archbishop Riordin, Fathers Wied- 
an and O'Sullivan and numerous others 
whom some of your readers know. The 
aged rector, Monsignor de Neve, is still. 
hale and hearty. 
There is also a uni- 
versity here attended by 1,700 students. 
Eighty professors of the brightest talents 
of Europe teach evei-j art and every 
science; and the city is proud of this in- 
stitution, whilst the state considers it 
her gloi"y—the grand center of learning 
in which Belgium's youth is educated 
into a bright and sturdy manhood of 
loyal citizens. 


We leave hei'e to-moiTow for Colo gne, 
six hours ride on the fast train. 
Aftej. 
a night's rest the trip will probably be 
continued to Dernbach, near Cobleuz, 
where the bishop has some affairs to 
look to in the iusterest of the sisters of 
your St. Josejih hospital. 
Thence to 
3Iunich, whence after a short stay, the 
journey will be continued; but«to which 
of two places I cannot now say. We 
will not reach Rome, in all likelihood at 
least, until the 25th of tlie month. 
Pardon me for alluding to sell and say- 
ing that my health is improving, though 
the weakness incident to sickness is not 
gi-eatly benefitted by the soreness conse- 
quent upon such rapid and almost un- 
broken travel of nearly twi) weeks dura- 
tion as we have had. 


The 
Bishop, 
though 
not sea 
sick, 
was not at all well 
during 
the voj^age, nor during the remainder 
of the journey until yesterday, when he 
began getting better. 
To-day he is 
quite himself again. 
He pr<nes an ex- 
cellent traveling compjinioii. 
"We knew 
at home that his fund of information is 
wonderful, but you have occasion to as- 
certain this all the mcfte in such hours 
of leisure as are oifered you on a long 
jouraey. 


I sur(>ly owe you an ajMilogy tor the

deed, that is scarcely repaid even by a 
tour through Europe.

nd rolling of the groat ship, the tribute 
one must almost inevitably pay to Nep- 
tune's demands iu consequence, and the 
resulting annul that one suffers are not 
trifles. 
A long week spent among 


strangers, spent on'board an immense 
raat that floats over a great blue -sea, 
rhilst you look out in every direction 
tnd view a boundless ocean, over which 
here is scarce an, hour's ray of sunlight, 
but sea air and gloom, rain an<1 heavy 
sprays and saltwater taste all over your 
face, and a dip of the boat's bow into 
the water so deeply that you think she 


diving, direct for the bottom, but 


she rises, throws the splashing sprays 
way amidsbip, up over the hurricane 
deck, and saturates your, garments so 
that they seem all salt sea water. These 
are some of the unpleasant things en- 
dured on such ft trip; nay, more, if yon 
are attacked with sea-sickiieaa and yet 
have the courage to go on deck and can 
stay there all the day, satisfied to munch 
a few ship crackers to allay your appfr 
ite, and then to crawl down to your 
state room at 8 or 9 o'clock in the

rou still remember that yon are at sea. 
Ton can not forego, you can not sup- 


the thought that if any accident 


befell the boat whilst these ocean swells 
are tawing her eo ruthlessly, that you 
surely have no alternative from a grave 
down in the deep Atlantic, and you ask 
yonnell, why all this risk? To see

Two evenings of 


the week aboard wo saw the setting sun. 
Tho sight was beautiful beyond descrip- 
ion. The golden sheen that surrounded 
ihe great orb, which seemed some thirty 
or forty foot in circumferem>e, its reddish 
color tinted with a brightness seemingly 
ike gold and silver mixed, and out, be- 
rond, above and all around were cloud- 
bts of all colors, seemingly drawing 
oward the sun aa it appeared to be 
sinking behind the water's edge, that to 
;he eye was bounded only by the west- 
ern horizon.
